* SEC. GAGE IS FOR REFORM 


WanU AH'of the Nation's Funds Put

Into the Banks

Milwaukee, Oct 17—Lyman J. Gage 
secretary of the treasury, yesterday, 
•afternoon put the, stamp of his appro- 
val upon-a radical plan for reform 
cr transformation of the system 
of 


banking In the United States. He did 
this by openly and heartily commend- 
ing statements made in the conven- 
tion of the American Bankers' asso- 
ciation which prdposed the establish- 
ment of a system similar to that in 
operation in England. 


This system provides for one great 
central bank, the bank of the govern, 
ment, with sub-systems In the great 
commercial 
centers and branches 


scattered all over the country. 


Coincident with the adoption of this 


system he commended the proposi- 
tion for the abolishment cf the sub- 
treasury and the repeal of existing 
laws so as to conform with the new 
plan suggested. 


• Enormous Economic Waste. 
Under the present treasury system 


Mr. Gage argued there had been 
an 


enormous economic waste. The hold' 
Ing of great sums in the treasury de- 
prived the commercial world of the 
use of enormous working capital; it 
was even a gigantic loss to the na. 
tlon Itself, for with the money loan, 
•cd through banks or otherwise to the 
people the government would 
not 


only retain Its surplus but would 
Tiave 
the advantage 
of -the vast 


amount of interest that would accrue 
from the use of it in commercial or 
industrial pursuits. 


Gives His Plans for 'Reforms.

Bays Panic* Can Be Prevented. 


Milwaukee, WIs., Oct. 17.—Radical 


revision of tho banking system of the 
United States by the repeal of the Sub- 
treasury laws, the abolishment of Sub- 
treasuries, and the establishment of a 
. central bank with tributary branches 
scattered throughout the country, was 
urged upon the American Bankers' as- 
uoclatlon today by President A.' B. 
Stickney of the Chicago Great Western 
Railway company of New York. His 
remarks and reform suggestions car- 
ried .weight 'with the convention, and 
the tacit Indorsement they received 
was Intensified by Lyman J. Gage, Sec- 
retary of the United States Treasury, 
commended Mr. Stickney upon his 
position, and revolced his declaration 
that there Is need for banking legis- 
lation In the United States. Assuming 
the position that panics can ho pre- 
vented, Mr. Stickney made a plea that 
the people be aroused to an apprecia- 
tion of the American banking system. 
"There are no classes of people so 
much Interested In the Introduction of 
a system which has capacity to contin- 
uously exercise the banking function 
as debtors and laborers," he *ald. "and 
I wish I had the ability to establish 
this fact in the minds of thene people." 
Mr..Stlckney-revlewed the great, pan- 
ics this country has suffered, partlcu- 


- larly the one of 139;!, and said It was 


due entirely to a restriction of the
